Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I am  happy  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1955*  It  Y/as  quite  a good  year  for 
Barrowford.  The  Infantile  Mortality  was  15.6 
and  the  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  nil.  As  on 
previous  occasions  consideration  of  one  year’s 
figures  are  of  little  value  when  small  numbers 
are  being  considered. 

Twenty  five  cases  of  Measles,  four  of 
Scarlet  Fever,  two  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis  and 
four  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  throughout  the 
year.  The  cases  of  Measles  were  fortunately 
mild  ones. 

Barrowford  is  to  be  congratulate d on  its 
welfare  scheme  for  the  aged.  Many  anxieties  are 
removed  by  contact  made  with  the  supervision  of 
the  old  folk  by  its  o\m  w?elfare  visitor.

This  gave  a Crude  Birth  Rate  of  13*5  P^^r 
1 ,000 ‘population,  which  was  per  1,000  less  than 
last  year  but  1.1  per  1,000  more  than  the  mean 
Crude  Rate  for  the  previous  5 years.  It  was  also 
1.0  per  1 , 000  greater  than  the  corre spending  ra^te 
for  the  Borough  of  Nelson. 

V/hen  comparing  the  rate  externally,  adjustment

There  were  5 Still  Births  registered  during 
the  year,  an  increase  of  2 on  the  previous  year, 
giving  a Still  Birth  Rate  of  72. U per  i,000  total 
(live  and  still)  "births,  and  1.05  per  1,000 
population.  Both  these  figures  are  high  when 
compared  with  those  of  England  and  Wales  as  a whole, 
and  the  Boro’-’gh  of  Nelson,  hut  this  is  to  some 
extent  on  account  of  the  small  numbers  involved 
in  the  Barrowford  calculation. 

LEATHS . 


The  total  of  80  deaths  (36  males  and  44  females) 
registered  during  the  year  v^as  a:  reduction  of  1 1 
(all  males)  on  the  figure  for  the  previous  year  and 
was  less  than  the  mean  of  the  5 previous  years  hy  4.8. 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  of  I6.8  per  i,000  population 
was  a reduction  of  2.3  per  1,000  on  the  previous  year 
and  1.2  per  1,000  on  the  mean  rate  for  the  previous’ 

5 years. 

The  comparability  factor  to  allow  for  the 
composition  of  the  population  is  0.84sr  so  that  the 
Adjusted  Death  Rate  is  14.1  per  1,000  compared  with 
11.7  per  1,000  for  England  and  Wales  and  t3.2  per 
1,000  for  the  Borough  of  Nelson. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  were  similar  .to 
recent  years.  The  main  difference  in  numbers 
attributable  to  individual  causes  was  a decrease  of 
8 in  the  deaths  from  Coronary  Disease,  reducing  the 
rate  for  this  cause  from  3.15  per  t,000  last  year  to 
1.68  per  1,000  this  year,  and  the  deaths  from 
Malignant  Neoplasms,  etc.,  which  show  a reduction 
of  5 cases'  or  f.04  per  i,600  population. 
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In  the  age  groups  the  70-75  years  group  again 
had  the  largest  numher  with  21. of  the  total, 
followed  by  the  75-80  years  group  with  20. 0^^  of 
the  total.  The  deaths  of  persons’  over  70  years  of 
or  over  accounted  for  63*7^  of  the  total 
compared  with  61.6<^  in  195U  and  U5.3^  in  1953» 

Of  the  total  deaths  assigned  to  Barrowford 
for  1955?  33.7^  took  place  outside  the  area  and 
except  in  one  case  these  deaths  occurred  in 
hospitals  or  institutions. 

Prom  the  monthly  analysis  of  deaths  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  largest  number  occurred  in  March. 

There  was  an  axcess  of  16  deaths  over  the 
number  of  live  births  during  the  year. 

INPAPT  DEATHS. 

Only  one  Infant  Death  was  registered  during 
the  year,  and  the  cause  was  prematurity.  This  was 
a reduction  of  2 on  the  previous  year  and  is  the 
smallest  number  so  registered  since  1951- 

This  one  de.-ath  gave  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate 
of  16  per  I7OOO  live  births,  compared  with  45  per 
1,000  in  1954-  The  mean  rate  for  the  5 years 
1950-54  is  39.
